Out of Their Misery—-Breaks Down 
and Confesses After a Gruelling Ex* 
* amination-—Once Was a Race Track 
Follower. 


ML Vernon, 111., Sept. 23.—A fter a 
gruelling exam ination, Rev. L aw ren ce 
M. H ight, 49, confessed to poisoning 
his wife and a m ale m em b er of his 
congregation “to 
put 
them 
ou t of 
th eir pain.” 


Rev. H ight is said to be on th e 


verge of collapse in the county jail 
here. 
He has been a circuit rider for 
the village of Ina and su rro u n d in g 


com m unities. 
S ta te ’s A ttorney F ra n k 
S. T hom pson is search in g for addi­ 
tional evidence to Ax m ore ce rta in ty 
upon tile pasto r th e tw o m u rd e rs he 
co nfessed—th a t oi 
A nna 
H ight, 44, 
his wile of 26 years, and th a t of WU* 
ford Sw eetin, 35. 
Mrs. Sw eetin w as tak en ill In Ju ly 
a t the sam e tim e h e r husband was, 
following an ice cream social they 
a tten d ed , and is still confined to h er 
borne. 
Rev. H ig h ts confession said 
he gave Sw eetin a rse n ic in drinking 
w ater while a tte n d in g his sickbed. 
C oroner Je sse Reece, who sta rte d 
the investigation following th e d eath 
of Mrs. H ight on Sept. 12, received a 
telegram from Dr. W. D. M cNally of 
Chicago, announcing th a t poison had 
been found in th e o rg an s of th e ex­ 
hum ed body of 
Sw eetin, who 
died 
July J | , 
McN ally last w eek reported 
discovery oTTTie sam e poison in the 
viscera of Mrs. Hight. 
T he p asto r 
was a rre ste d last T h u rsd a y and held 
without bond to the g rand ju ry for 
the m u rd e r of his wife. 
Shortly a fte r th e confession of his 
w ile’s m urd er, th e p asto r confessed 
to th , m u rd er of Sw eetin by putting 
poison in his d rin k in g w ater “to put 
him out of pain." he said. 
Sw eetin 
had been ill for several days, a p p a r­ 
ently from p to m ain e poisoning from 
food eaten a t an ice cream social. 
Rev. H ight in his w ritten confes­ 
sion said: 
“ W hile grief-stricken be­ 
cause of the illness of my wife, A nna 
Hight. I put a rse n ic in her coffee to 
relieve h e r of pain w hile Mrs. Lucy 
L aur and my d au g h ter, M ildred Hight, 
w ere in th e kitch en of my hom e at 
Ina, 111., on Sept. IO, 1924. 
My sole 
purpose w as to ease her of pain in 
her dying m o m e n ts.” 
A tte r the confessions, which he in­ 
te rsp e rse d with frequ ent oral prayers 
and pleas for his church and family, 
the circuit rider broke down from the 
nervous strain. 
He is a typical sm all­ 
tow n pastor, m ild-m annered, intensely 
religious. 
He was a race tra c k fol­ 
low er until about 15 y ears ago, when 
he “got religion.” 
In 
a new 
confession 
Rev. 
H ight 
stated that he caused his w ife’s d eath 
anti bought the poison his intended 
w ile gave to h er husband.

•rately violate traffic law s.” 
Mayor T h om as of Colum bus said: 
T he reason we have not had m ore 
stringent laws relative to traffic reg 
elation is th a t the public 
generally 
was not ready for them , but the tim e 
is h ere for stringent law s and strict 
m forcem en t.’’ 
Pointing out th at 23,- 
IOO traffic violators w ere haled before 
,h e C olum bus traffic school last year, 
he m ayor said m ost of the violators 
w ere thoughtless, but declared: "N o 
person should be perm itted to drive 
car unless he has a proper concep- 
on of the righ ts of others."

pointing to two tine turquoise pend­ 
ants which are one of tin* expedition's 
proudest and most significant discov­ 
eries. 
Mrs. 
Morris’ specialty, 
how­ 
ever, is basket maker sandals, and to 
the study of these she is now giving 
most of her time, says 
the 
Kansas 
City Star. 
The museum’s excavations at the 
Aztec ruin, New 
Mexico, are being 
conducted chiefly with a view to ob 


Climbing Fish. 
In his “Natural History of Ceylon,” 
Sir J. Emmerson Torment states that 
on one occasion he saw hundreds of 
climbing fish crawling up the bauk of 
a dried up pool, diverging In every di­ 
rection on reaching the top to a dis* 
ta nee of .50 yards and still traveling 
onward. 
The supposition is that they 
travel by night br before sunrise. Urie 
peculiarity is tin* large size of the 
vertebral column, quite out of propor­ 
tion to the rest of the body. 
In mi­ 
grating they keep their gills expanded 
and 
moistened by a curious vessel 
above 
the 
gills 
that 
holds 
water. 
When the fish leaves the w ater it 
carries 
with 
it 
enough 
w ater 
to 
moisten its gills as 
often as neces­ 
sary tt» sustain 
life. The eggs float 
loosely at the surface of the w ater and 
hatch in two or three 
days. The color 
of this 
fish is a light brassy 
olive, 
with eyes of orange, its length Is up 
to seven inches. 


Ancient Yucatan Railes. 
At Chichen-itzu, in Yucatan, where 
there Is a sacred sinking well, all 
sorts of beautiful sacrifices have been 
found embedded 
in the mud. 
Jade 
necklaces, gold plates and small jars 
heavily studded with jade, sometimes 
containing human hearts, have been 
found in this well, says the Detroit 
News. 
The Maya Indians made these 
sacrifices when they wanted rain or 
a blessing for their crops. 
Beautiful 
gold knifes that 
were undoubtedly 
used to curve up the victims of sac­ 
rifice. usually young women, have also 
been found. 
The Maya Indians of 
northern Yucatan probably use the 
same language as the builders of the 
ruins among which 
they live, 
says 
Prof. A. M. Totter, of Harvard uni­ 
versity. 


Victor Hugo’s Historic Funeral.

Causes Heavy Expense. 


New York.—The discovery in South 
Dakota not long ago of a parchment 
land deed, dated in n aal disposing 
of a million acres along the Niagara 
river in New York state, directs atten­ 
tion anew to the difficulties presented 
by the problem of curing for records. 
The matter will come to the atten­ 
tion of the American Historical asso­ 
ciation next December, for the society 
is to hold its convention at Richmond, 
Va., and In that city the state has a 
special fireproof building, the archives 
department of the State library, for 
safeguarding documents. 
Morgan P. 
Robinson, head of the archives depart­ 
ment, was instrumental In bringing 
the convention to his city. 
In some 
New York towns stores of local rec­ 
ords 
of historic 
value 
have been 
burned as Junk. 
The story of the archives in New 
York Is one that has more interest 
than an outsider would casually at­ 
tribute to such a dry-as-dust matter. It 
has Its villains, plots, searches, clues 
and tense moments, extending much 
further back than ISH, when one vif- 
lain was sentenced to prison for life 
for fraudulently substituting false con­ 
veyances in a record book. 
It Is a story not without humor also, 
In proof of which James P. Davenport, 
of the index department of the county 
register’s office, cites the good wife of 
Arent Juriasen Lantsman. 
she flour­ 
ished at a period when tho curliest 
Dutch folio in New Amsterdam was 
not yet filled up. 


Records From Earliest Days. 
Such testimony might conceivably 
come to life again today. 
It gives a 
moment’s glimpse at New Amsterdam, 
and it might be cited once more lf 
such a dispute as the Anneke Jails 
claim ever grtt as far as a court cal­ 
endar. 
These old claims—the asser­ 
tion of families and' groups that they 
nre the true owners of this or that 
acreage in the heart of Manhattan— 
are coming up all the time, says Mr. 
Davenport. 
Eastville, Northampton county, Vir­ 
ginia, has the country’s oldest continu­ 
ous court records, running hack to 
1032, and Is said to have also the 
country’s oldest will, dated July IS, 1 
1632, and recorded on January 13 of 
the following year. In the custody of j 
the New York secretary of state at 
Albany, however, there are Dutch land 
records extending from 1030 to 1049! 
and from 1032 to 1601. 
They were 
among the documents that escaped in 
the State library fire of 1911* which 
destroyed 500,000 books and 300,0001 
manuscripts. 
Much of the executive, 
legislative and judicial record material j 
was not in the library at the time of j 
the fire, Including Dutch, British and ; 
Revolutionary documents and state 
documents dating from 1777. 
While the British held New York In 
the course of the Revolution impor­ 
tant volumes were taken, some by 
Americans and some by the British, 1 
but were returned later. The English 
put the books on warships, and when 
the books were given back in 17881 
they were mildewed from their long 
sojourn at sea. 
Only one of the original Dutch real 
estate “libers” is not represented In 
full in the county register’s flies; It Is 
the volume for 1075 to 1688. The nth 
ers art1 represented by the originals or 
by abstracts. 


Documents Represent Billions. 
There has been considerable scat­ 
tering of old New York documents 
Once the secretary of the colony kept 
the books. 
Now the criminal archives 
nre In the Court of General Sessions, 
the surrogate has those that belong to 
his work, the old Mayor’s court rec­ 
ords are held by the commissioner of 
records, and so on. Before 1811 deeds 
could be recorded locally or with the 
secretary of state; his otfiee ut Albany 
has 1,400. 
One old book of Dutch 
deeds is possessed by the New York 
Historical society and a translation is 
filed In the register’s office. 
Old court records outside New York 
city contain matter bearing on realty 
J titles here, hut a tally has shown that 
the city departments have all the 
documents listed In an Inventory made 
by the common council In 1740. 
The 11,000 libers oft tin shelves In 
the offices of Register Annie Mathews 
form evidence of title t«> .<0,000,000.**00 
worth of realty in Manhattan. 
Tin* 
cost of merely gathering abstracts lf 
such records are destroyed is tremen­ 
dous. Chicagoans have spent millions 
of dollars for abstracts as a result of 
the fire of 1871, and the destruction of 
records In Hail Francisco In 1900 Is 
said to have cost $3,OOO,OOO In pro­ 
ceedings under a special title law, ] 
aside from the cost of records in pro­ 
bate matters and civil and criminal 
actions.

“Some 25 counties,” writes Mr. Wal­ 
lace, “mostly those adjacent to large 
cities where 
buyer trucks 
are con­ 
stantly circulating thru the territory, 
are a's yet (January, 1924, unorganized. 
It is obvious that it would not only be 
difficult but uneconomical to organize 
associations 
whose 
prime 
function 
would be to ship stock out of such ter- 
ritory. 
But 
organizations 
assemble 
and grade to buyers’ needs, to bargain 
collectively, to establish trucking sys­ 
tems, and perform other functions ab 
needed must come in time.”

long lost papa.” 
What happened to one boy during 
the revolution is described as follows: 
“Both my brothers were killed. 
My

mother Avos allowed to starve.

er returned from the hospital and 
said: ‘You are orphans now, your fa­ 
ther died.’ Out on the street I saw a 
list of those sh o t; papa was among 
them. 
Our uncle was summoned and 
later we found him in a big 
ditch 
where there were others, also. 
When 
father was shot I understood what a 
revolution Is. There were seven of us, 
and I alone have survived. 
For half 
si year I lived on roots and nettles. At 
the age of eleven I saw how people 
were shot, hanged, drowned and even 
broken on the wheel.”

“I saw war, pestilence and bunger.”

Most Excellent for Sow 
Excellent results may be obtained 
from sows with their litters < m a com­ 
bination of soy beans and corn. 
How­ 
ever. when no corn Is planted with the 
soy beans, the sows may be turned on 
them, but a supplement of com or 
other similar feed should be provided 
•to balance the ration. 
When this sup­ 
plement Is provided there will be no 
bad results from the sow’s milk upon 
the young pigs and It will make no 
difference what age the pigs have at­ 
tained when the sows are turned on 
the beant- 
If tho hogs are turned on 
the beans before they are forming 
the pods, they should be taken off dur­ 
ing the time that the beans are being 
formed, because they will not produce 
many beans if the hogs nre left on 
during this period. 
Most feeders al­ 
low the beans to start to ripen before 
they turn the hogs in, because the 
greatest feed value Is obtained in this 
way.
